Ireland, of the St. Paul diocese of the 
Roman Catholic Church, died at 8-55 
o’clock this morning after a long illness 
of heart disease and stomach trouble.

Rowell, President of the Council, has a national 
repntarion as an orator and his treatment of his 
tbemc, "Canada as a Pacific Power—a Review of 
the Siberian Situation,” assuredly will be very il¬ 
luminating. The fact that he ha,s chosen this sub¬ 
ject indicate* that the Cabinet of which he is a 
prominent member is alive to-the advantage* pos¬ 
sessed by Canada in regard to trana-Paeiflc com¬ 
merce, another reflection of which ia the recent an¬ 
nouncement relative to thw construction of ships in 
Victoria as part of a great programme for a national 
Canadian mercantile marine. In this development 
Victoria, because of it* situation, must play a very 
important part. Furthermore, the Siberia* aspeet 
of Mr. Rowell’* subject will make an especial ap¬ 
peal from the fact that Victoria ia to be the base 
of the Canadian expeditionary force to be sent to 
Vladivostok. 


The victory of the Allies in Macedonia grows in 
magnitude aud possibilities. It is clear that the 
Bulgarians have become too demoralized to offer 
effective resistance and are retreating with the 
sole purpose of reaching their own frontier in con¬ 
dition sufficiently sound to enable them to defend 
it from invasion. This is evident from their failure 
to hold Prilcp, northeast of Monastir, to the heights 
protecting which Sofia announced they had with¬ 
drawn to make a stand. The Dreuzka mountains, 
the most formidable barrier in that region, which 
*httuid have been easily defended, were taken by 
the Serbs without any trouble, and French cavalry 
entered Prilep on Monday. Thin disconnected the 
Bulgarians north of Monastir from the other ele¬ 
ments and the sequel ia shown in the Serbian an¬ 
nouncement that these forces are being driven 
westward into Albania, where the Italians will at¬ 
tend to them. 

On his centre and left the enemy ia retreating 
in “great disorder,” the Serbian communication 
■ays, to Velse, Ishtib and Strumnitza. Veles is on 
the Vardar, seventy miles from the starting-point 
of the Allies' offensive, and ishtib is twenty miles 
east of it and on the road In the Bulgarian border 
some forty miles away. The Serbs have crossed 
the river on a thirteen-mile front and are pushing 
northward towards Ishtib in the hope of getting be¬ 
tween it and the Bulgarian border. At Kara Hod¬ 
ja! I they are only twelve miles south of Ishtib. 

Farther south the Bulgars who were confront- 
~ lng the British and Greeks, finding the Vartlar rail- 
r way cut behind them, are endeavoring to escape 
into the southwest corner of Bulgaria by way of 
I .Strumnitza. Their movement, therefore, is sharply 
jf northeast and they have no time to spare, for the 
Serbs across the Vardar north of them are coming 
down upon their rear. Thus the enemy's problem 
appears to be purely one of escape to Bulgarian 
■oil, not only in time to reorganize against an in¬ 
vasion'but. indeed, to be there at some places in 
any strength at all before the Allies have swept 
across the border. It is true the number ml prison¬ 
er* taken m small in proportion to the rapidity and 
extent of the Allies’ advance, but there is very lit¬ 
tle doubt that the Serbs, embittered by the ter¬ 
rible suffering of their country, are not in the mood
